Over & score of Central Park police-
men and any number of oltlsens are
soouring the wooded hills of Central
Park’ woaday for a pair of eclks which
ran ‘wild this morning shertly after §
o'clock, and plunging Inte the wild
iwoods at One Hundred and Fourth
streat and Central Park Weat, sent ter-
ror to the hearts of nursegiris with
perambulators and pedestriana ailke.

At the time the elks hroke away
there wers several hundred people In
the vitinity, and all fled terror-stricken
in every direction.

The ‘elks were tha property of Dir.
Woodbury, of Weat Forty-aecond nireet,
and were destined for his houss at Or-
ange, N. J.

Thew were brought hete from Canadn
four d&ys ngo, And since then have heen

for at a llvery stable on Fifty-
peventh street and Beventh avenue,

Dr. Woodbury purchased four elks in
all, tw rln( of the mnle and two af
the female gender.

They were born In eaptivity, and afier
sttaining some degres of malurity, were
trained to drive t0 a dog-oart,

LAST APPEAL TO MORTON.

Mra. Buchanan Went on Her Knees
fAefore the Governor.
POUIHKEEPRIFE, July 1.-Mrs Bu.
chanan, wife of the eandemned mur-
derer, made an unsuccessful effort to
Induce Gav, Morton to commute her
husband’a sentence to life Imprisonment

this morning.

Mrs. Duchanan reached Rhinebeck at
12 o'clock Inst nlght, and stopped at
the village hotel. Mbe arse shortly after
b A M, and was driven hurriedly to El.
lerelle, where she was admitted to the
Governor's handrome manalion.

Mr. Morton was In bed, but, on being
Informed of Mrs. Buchanan's pressnce
In the houms, he arose, and before o
o'clock met her In the lihrary,

The woman sank on her knean before
the Governor, and pleaded for her hus-
band’s life, though her grief almoaj pre-
ventsd her from speaking.

Gov. Morton wan plainly evercome by
the woman's pleading, and tears stood
In hin ¢yes ns he lifted her to her feet
and told her that he could not grant
her request.

“The highest courts have confirmed
your husband's conviction and I have
no rlght to Interfere. 1t was my sym-
pathy for you that led me to glve him a
reprieve’” sald the Governor.

He asked Mre. Buchanan many ngues-
tlona about herself, expresased eympathy
for her and tald her that (f she ever
needed aesistance to call upon him and
he would giadly help her.

After drinking a eup of coffee from
he Governor's hand, Mra, Huchanan
left Elleralle and took the 8 o'clock train
for Sing Sing. She sald that Warden
Bage promised her that he would not
electrocute her husband untll she re-
turned to the prison, In order to allow
her to see him for the last time alive.

Anthony Huhne, an undertaker, of 127
Vartck strest, called this afternosn at
the Coroner's office on behalf of G W,
Gibbons, lawyer for Huchanun, and
wanted to know If he could bring the
remalna of the murderer to this clty,

He was informed that he could, and a
despateh was sent to Sing Sing Prison
notifying Warden Sage that Huchanan's

¥ would be called f:r by Huhne.

Dr. Bachanan's Career.

The erime of which Dr. Fobert W,
Buchanan was convicted, wos polson-
Iing his pecond wife. His trial was one
of the most famous In the ecriminal
annals of the clty. It rivalled in publie
Interest that of young Carlyle W. Har-
ris, who had Jjust been convicted of
poisoning hie school-girl wife, nee Mary
Helen Nellson Potts,

He was born about thirty-four years
ago In Nova Buotin, where his father
was in the Commissary Department of)
the Imperial Service,

He artended the public sehools in Hal-
itax until old enough to enter a drug

store ag clerk. The young man was aii-
bitious, anid borrowing  books from a
friendly physician he studled medlcine,
In the courne of time he went to Chi.
cago, and was graduated from the Col-
lege of Physlcians and Burgeons,
